St. P etersb urg, .Tune 26.— N egotia­ 
tions 
for the peace conference 
have 
taken an Im portant 
step forward, a 
proposition for the date of th e m eet­ 
ing of th e plenipotentiaries at W ash­ 
ington hav in g been subm itted to R us­ 
sia and being now under consideration. 
The exact date proposed has not been 
ascertained, but there 
is reason to 
suppose th a t it is some 
tim e during 
the first week or ten days of August, 
which is alm ost the earliest period at 
which th e 
Jap anese representativ es 
could be expected to reach W ashing­ 
ton, allow ing reasonable tim e for the 
acceptance of the proposal and the in­ 
te rc h a n g e of the nom inations of pleni­ 
potentiaries. 
T he e m p e ro r’s an sw er is not expect­ 
ed for a day or two, as the diplomatic 
mills of R ussia grind slowly and the 
foreign ofuce, as one 
of the secreta­ 
ries 
pu t it, 
“ is not 
used 
to your 
hu stling Am erican m ethods,” but it is 
thou ght that the date will be satisfac­ 
tory, as it will give am ple tim e for M. 
Nelidoff, 
Russian - am bassado r 
at 
P aris, or other Russian negotiators, to 
reach W ashington, and as there will 
be little prelim inary w ork for them to 
do until the Jap an ese te rm s are sub­ 
m itted. 
W h e th e r the proposal regarding th e 
date originated at Tokio or at W ash- 
ington cannot be learned, but the fact 
that th e negotiations wore conducted 
through A m bassador M eyer m ay indi­ 
cate th a t P resident R oosevelt has p er­ 
h aps again stepped 
to the fore and 
suggested to the two powers, neither 
of w hom would be willing to take the 
initiative, a suitable date.

At Baluty Sunday m orning C ossacks 
a tta aked a Jew ish family of live p er­ 
sona w ho were driving in a cab at tile 
station and shot and killed all, includ­ 
ing th e cabman. 
At Pabjanice, n e a r Lodz, w orkm en 
a ttack ed two policem en and shot and 
killed one and w ounded the other.

Lodz. 
Twelve tho usan d persons have 
already left and all trains are crow ded. 
D uring the d isturb an ces thirty-five 
governm ent 
liquor stores 
w ere de­

prem ises. 
T he 
cash

stam p s were added to the funds of the 
Socialist party. 
T h e w orkm en in all

Som e prom inent citizens Sunday tele­ 
g raph ed G eneral Shustow, com m an d­ 
ing the troops here, asking for pro­ 
tection again st th e 
brutality of the 
soldiers, especially the Cossacks, who 
in one instance killed and robbed the 
servan t of a m illionaire nam ed Itos- 
enbeke, who w as carrying 15,000 to the 
bank.

quired w itnesses to testify ag ainst the 
Cossacks.

Announced by State Auditor that 


About 500,000 Acres 
Will 


be Placed on Sale 


LOCATEDIN NORTHERN COUNTIES 


State is Anxious to Induce Land 


Seekers to Locate in These 


Many Counties 


It was announced at the state au d it­ 
or’s office Saturday th at appoximately 
500,000 acres of state land will be sold 
at public auction next fall. This is a 
much larger amount than has ever been 
offered for sale in Minnesota. 
A good share of tho land is located in 
the more or less settled portions of 
north central Minnesota, and the state 
officials will be very much surprised if 
the average price falls below 810 an 
acre, which means th a t the state will 
receive 85,000,000, an unprecedented sum 
for one year’s sale of state lands. 
These lands are to be located in A it­ 
kin, Pine, Carlton, Crow Wing, Mor­ 
rison, Todd, Hubbard, Becker and many 
other counties. Tho terms will be 15 
per cent cash and forty years’ time on 
the balance at 4 por cent interest. 
The state heretofore has never sold 
more than 100,000 acres, and it has been 
popularly supposed th a t this is the limit 
th a t the state land commissioner can 
offer for sale. 
It appears, however, that 
this limit applies only to school lands. 
The land commissioner may sell 100,000 
acres of school lands, and as many 
acres of other state lands, belonging to 
the university, institutions and other 
funds as he deems best. 
Knowledge th at thousands of land 
seekers are passing through Minnesota 
every year on the way to Canada and 
the Pacific coast, has led the state audi­ 
tor to place this large amount of land on 
the market. 
Speaking of the lands which the state 
will offer for sale, C. II. Warner, super­ 
intendent of the immigration bureau, 
said: 
“At the present time there is a dispo­ 
sition on the part of those seeking homes 
to pass by Minnesota and locate else­ 
where. 
Last Tuesday was land seekers’ 
excursion day. 
f 
“Minnesota land men have never had 
as tierce competition as at the present 
time, and it is no exaggeration to say 
th a t many of them are down-hearted I 
and discouraged. 
Five years ago the 
Northern Pacific Railway company own­ 
ed more than 1,00C),OOO acres of land in 
Minnesota. The St. Paul & Duluth road 
had 500,000 acres. 
The Great Northern 
and other roads had large holdings. 
These lands have practically all passed 
from the control of the railway compan­ 
ies and have been divided up among 200 
or ‘IOO small land companies. 
Five years 
ago the railvvoy companies were adver­ 
tising Minnesota lands extensively and 
conducting vigorous campaigns for set­ 
tlers for Minnesota. 
Today they are do­ 
ing practically nothing.”
